Once under 
way, the entire countryside, past- 
ures, forests, everything in its path 
may be destroyed. 

Governor Rolph has _ instructed 
all traffic officers to arrest all per- 
sons who violate the law against 
throwing cigar or cigarette stubs 
from moving automobiles. It is a 
sensible move. Burning tobacco 
starts more fires than all other 
causes combined. 

The emergency committee idea is 
unique in that it seeks to prevent 
fires before they are started. Just 
how the public responds will be 
disclosed when the fire losses for 
the season are checked. It is up 
to the people to decide if the fire 
damage this year shall be the 
greatcst in history, or, despite ad- 
verse conditions, less.

GERMANY WINS TRAVEL OF OCEAN 


Goes in for Small Luxury 
Liners to Regain Inter- 
national Traffic. 


Berlin.—The secret of Germany’s 
post-war recovery is not in the 
making of cheap clockwork toys 
for the world’s children, but in the 
building of large fast liners for 
the world’s travelers. 

Passenger traffic figures show 
that the modern German luxury 
ships at sea, notably on the Atlan- 
tic, pull the international travel- 
ers like magnets, and obtain most 
of the business. 

While the chief shipping com- 
panies of the other three leading 
maritime countries—Britain, United 
States and Japan—have passed 
their dividends for the first time in 
history, the two German concerns, 
Norddeutscher Lloyd and Ham- 
burg-American line, announce divi- 
dends of 8 and 6 per cent, respec- 
tively. 

Has Newest Fleet. 

At the end of 1930 Germany had, 
in a surprising way, regained her 
place as fourth shipping nation of 
the world, with a fleet newer than 
any other. 

Her defeat in the war had com- 
pelled her to hand over her old 
ships to her enemies, who found 
them mostly “white elephants,”

Hitherto similar appartus has 
been carried up arranged to re- 
cord its experiences with a pen on 
a slowly moving strip of paper.

The mechanism 
is arranged in such a way that the 
order of flashing on and off of the 
lights will tell the observer on the 
ground whether the balloon is 
passing from warm air to cold, or 
vice versa. Similarly, another 
light signals by its flashings how 
much the barometric pressure is 
changing as the balloon rises, 

Doctor Patterson pointed out 
that this device should be especial- 
ly useful to meteorologists in po- 
lar regions or other unpopulated 
parts of the world, where the ordi- 
nary registering instruments are 
useless through the impossibility of 
getting them back again.

This included the two fast- 
est liners in the world, the Bremen 
and Huropa (46,000 tons each), the 
liners which won the Atlantic blue 
ribbon again from Britain, and the 
ships that carried the record num- 
ber of passengers last year, 

Has Best Motor Ships. 

Germany has become the third 
motorship owner in the world, with 
431 ships (British empire, 800; 
United States, 495), and boasts the 
best motor liners from Southamp- 
ton to the British West Indies, 
There is no British line competing 
with her on this service, 

The German companies lost no 
time in coming to grips with the 
worst depression the shipping in- 
dustry has suffered, by reorganiza- 
tion of the administrative side, and 
the profitable combine between the 
two great concerns, Hamburg- 
America line and Norddeutscher 
Lloyd, 

Hard work has infused into the 
shipping combines of Germany a 
new progressive force, and it has 
been done by the men at the top. 

The Germans have been quick to 
realize that giant floating hotels 
are not profitable today, and they 
are concentrating on the building 
of smaller luxury lines.

Tuberculosis in Cattle 


Cut by Federal Efforts 


Washington.—A marked decline 
in tuberculosis among cattle and 
swine slaughtered in federal in- 
spected plants has been reported 
by the Agriculture department 
Since systematic efforts to eradi- 
cate the disease were begun, 

There has been a great deal of 
talk, the report from the depart- 
ment said, about the manner jin 
which cattle react to the tubercn- 
lin tests, but records show that 
only .2 per cent of the cattle which 
react to the test do not have tu- 
berculosis. The other 99.8 per 
cent which react to the test have 
proved to be tainted with tuber- 
culosis.

The Iroquois 


The first successful League of Nag. 
tions was that of the Iroquois, also 
known as the 
Five Nations, 
These tribes, the 
Seneca, Mo. 


hawk, Cayuga, 
Oneida and Op. 
ondaga, were 
united in a con- 
federation by 
the efforts of De. 
Kanawida and 
Hiawatha, those 
brilliant states. 
men of the aba. 
rigines about 
the year 1570, 
(One hundreg 
and fifty-two 
years later, the 

Iroquois. Tuscarora were 
admitted to the league, which was 
known from then on as the Six Na- 
tions, ) 

All the Iroquois tribes were much 
alike in their customs, Kinship was 
| traced exclusively through the fe. 
| male blood, and the women con- 
trolled many of the political and le- 
gal situations. The lodges and 
their furnishings were the property 
of the women, and so were the 
| children. All lands, including the 
burial grounds, also were theirs, 
Since women were the owners of 
so much of the tribal property, 
it followed that the councils, even 
that of the league itself, realiy 
only represented the women and 
their rights, 

The penalty for killing a woman 
was twice that for killing a man. 
Women possessed the right to forbid 
their sons to go on the warpath; 
they kept close watch on the af- 
fairs of their tribe, and guarded 
the treasury, with a voice in the 
disposal of its contents. The fem- 
inists of today may point with 
pride to this great confederation 
as the prototype of their desired 
civilization, 


In each tribe certain classes of 
persons held the position of chiefs, 
and there were three grades of 
these whose functions were defined 
by the tribal laws. The confedera- 
tion was an enlargement of the 
tribal government, which created 
new rights and duties, yet adhered 
closely to the precedent set by the 
separate tribes. 


The sensible laws and principles 
of the constitution of this confed- 
eration were due, in a large meas- 
ure, to Dekanawida, a Huron, who 
appears to have been a man far 
in advance of his time. Hiawatha, 
a Mohawk, was. the one who un- 
dertook the enormous labor of put- 
ting Dekanawida’s principles into 
practice. The story of these two 
men almost passes belief, because 
of the time in which they lived, 
the obstacles they were compelled 
to surmount and the brilliance of 
their final achievement for the Iro- 
quois confederation will stand for- 
ever as a wonderful example of 
aboriginal government. 

When the Europeans first heard 
of the league it was already a 
powerful one, and as soon as con- 
tact with the whites enabled them 
to obtain firearms, the Five Na- 
tions began to conquer their neigh- 
bors on all sides and to extend 
their territory. They were success- 
ful in this expansion until blocked 
by the Cherokee on the south, and 
the Chippewa (who were also ex- 
panding) on the west. In fact, the 
Chippewa finally forced them to 
withdraw from part of the country 
they had conquered, the peninsula 
between Lake Erie and Lake Hu- 
ron, 

The Canadian Indians to the 
north were resisting their advance 
also, and when Champlain joined 
them and held the leagued tribes 
back, he created in the baffled Iro- 
quois most bitter enemies of the 
French, From this time on the 
French had cause to know the 
Strength and the venom of these 
Indians, who, as they had become 
allied with the English, had pow- 
erful backing. 

The French, realizing, not only 
that these were dangerous enemies, 
but also that they would be friends 
worth having, tried every means in 
their power to change their atti- 
tude. The missionaries were charged 
to befriend these Indians and to 
try to alter their enmity, and were 
successful in some individual cases. 
A good many from the Mohawk 
and Onondaga and a few from the 
other tribes, withdrew from their 
people and formed settlements of 
their own on the St. Lawrence 
river, These peopie, known as the 
Catholic Iroquois, were friendly to 
the French, and took part with 
them against their former tribes- 
men. The league tried, time after 
time, to win them back, but finally 
gave them up as traitors who 
«would not reform, 

When the Ameryan Revolution 
began it was deci~ed among the 
Iroquois to let each tribe make its 
own choice of action. The league 
had always been triendly with the 
English, so that tbey all, with two 
exceptions, joined their friends in 
the struggle. The Oneida (the most 
cruel and least tractable of the 
Iroquois tribes) and part of the 
Tuscarora remained neutral. 

After the war those of the league 
who had been allied with the Eng- 
lish were settled on a reservation 
in Ontario. Those in the United 
States, except the Oneida, were 
given reservations in New York, 
while the Oneida went to Green 
Bay, Wis., near which Place they 
settled.
